, SOCIATION—THE BABY 


A proper start in life, which 
assures the building up of a 
strong, healthy body, is the 
best gift that can be made to 
the baby. The baby is a pop- 
| ular subject for consideration, 
and we shall draw attention to 
a few matters to which 
thought should be given by all 
those responsible for the care 
of a baby. 

The baby should be fed ; 
regularly—ted by the clock. 
Beyond dispute, breast feeding 
is the best type of feeding for 
the baby. If, for some reason, 
artificial feeding is necessary, 
the formula should be ordered 
by a physician and adjusted, 
| from time to time, to the needs 
| of the growing child. For ex- 
ample, cod liver oil is added to 
| the diet in the second month, 


and orange or tomato juice in 
the fourth month. 
Never use a comfort; it is a 


filthy and dangerous habit, ex- 
posing the child to disease. In 
SORHOn, the comfort, pacifier 
and teething-ring spoil the 
shape of the mouth and predis- 
pose to adenoids. They do not 
soothe the child; indeed, the 
constant sucking irritates after 


\a short time, and very often 
upsets digestion. 


The baby should be weighed 
regularly. A steady gain in 
weight provides a_ practical 
method of watching the pro- 
gress of the baby’s health. Dur- 
ing the first six months, the 
average weekly gain should be 
from four to eight ounces, and 
the next six months, from two 
to four ounces. The normal 
child will, at the end of his first 
year, weigh about three times 
the amount he weighed at 
birth. 

The infant should be guard- 
ed from infection. He should 
never be kissed on the mouth, 
and he must be kept away from 
persons who have a cold or a 
cough. When he is nine months 
old, have him protected against 
diphtheria by immunization, 
and right after his first birth- 
day, have him vaccinated 
against smallpox. It is pos- 
sible that he may be exposed to 
these diseases. It is your duty, 
therefore, to secure ‘protection 
for him against such chance 
infection by following this ad- 
vice. 

Keep the baby’s body clean 
by a dailytub-bath—two in hot 
weather. Cleanliness makes 
the baby comfortable and con- 
tented. 

Fresh air and sunshine are 
essential for the health of the 
baby. Every child should re- 
ceive his sun-baths as regularly 
as he receives his feedings. 

The baby sleeps most of the 
time. He should have 
to himself.

HOW TO MAKE ARTIFICIAL 
INCREASE OF BEES 


The bees’ way of making in- 
crease is to first increase the 
strength of the colony through 
the production of young bees 
and then to divide the force of 
the colony by swarming. This 
method is not at all satisfac- 
tory to the modern beekeeper 
because it usually occurs just 
prior to or during the main 
honey flow and as the swarm 
that leaves the hive consists of 
practically the entire wor king 
force of the colony the pros 
pect of a crop from the colony 
that swarms is shattered. 
Furthermore, there is also "he 
danger of the swarm abscond- 
ing for parts unknown, thus 
adding to the loss of the bee- 
keeper. Natural swarming can 
be prevented and increase made 
without loss of bees or honey. 
In Eastern Canada and British 
Columbia it is not wise to make 
an increase of colonies betore

In the Prairie 
Provinces where the main flow 
comes during late July and 
Auyust it is quite safe to divide 
strong colonies prior to the 
flow. Where a maximum crop 
of honey is desired only one in- 
crease should be made from 
each colony, to make more wii'l 
he at the expense of the crop. 
To make increase in localities 
where the main flow cores 
early, remove from the colony 
two or three frames of ermerg- 
ing brood with the adhering 
bees and place them in a new 
hive on a new stand and intro- 
duce to the new hive a laying 
queen. Do this during the first 
week of the main honey flow. 
The field bees will return to the 
parent. colony while the new 
one will build up in time for the 
winter. When the flow is late 
and strong colonies are divided 
early make the division more 
equal.

W INTER: RYE 


Winter rye has many uses as 
a farm crop. Providing it does 
not winter kill, a clean crop 
may be grown on the weediest 


land, and, since the culture of | 


this crop is favourable for the 
control of both perennial and 
annual weeds, winter rye is one 
of the best cleaning crops one 
can use on weedy land. 

The value of winter rye for 


both summer pasture during 
the year in which it is seeded 
and for early spring pasture 


for the following year is becom- 
ing more apparent with each 
successive season, An annual 
pasture mixture of two bushels 


of oats and one bushel of 
winter rye per acre has been 
used for pasture for hogs, 


cattle and horses at the Dom- 
inion Experimental Station, 
Lacombe, with good results. 
If not pastured too closely late 
in the fall and if the following 
winter is not particularly _se- 
vere, the winter rye seeded in 
this mixture will live through 
the winter and be available for 
early spring pasture, or for the 


production of greenfeed or 
threshed grain. 
The production of winter 


rye spreads the labour of seed- 
ing and harvest over a longer 
season, thus alleviating the 
labour situation which is par- 
ticularly acute in the normal 
wheat seeding and harvesting 
seasons. 

Winter rye as a cash crop is 
less profitable than wheat, 
barley or oats when grown on 
our choicest land. On _ the 
other hand, there are a lot of 
our lighter soils, as well as soils 
which are badly polluted with 
weeds, which will produce a 
profitable crop of winter rye 
and which will not produce pro- 
fitable crops of other cereals. 


PAPER MULCH PAYS

secured from paper mulch, ob- 
serves W. R. Leslie, Superin- 
tendent of the Morden, Mani- 
toba, Experimental Station of 
the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture.
